On July 24, 1916, Senator Page addressed
the Senate upon this great educational
measure.  On July 31st the bill
was passed by the Senate, and
yet during the time that this bill was un-
der consideration and being placed upon
its passage, a hundred columns, more or
less, of paid advertising and many thou-
sands of circulars were being sent broad-
cast through the state of Vermont criticiz-
ing Senator Page for addressing the Sen-
ate, and declaring that there was no neces-
sity for his speech because the bjll was
not before the Senate, and would not be
acted upon at this session, concluding
with the query: “Why then a speech on
the bill by Senator Page at this time for
any other reason than for distribution to the
voters of Vermont for campaign purposes?

The ignorance of the writer or his will-
ful purpose to deceive must be apparent.
Senator Page delivered his address upon
one of the greatest pieces of constructive
legislation before the country, in the form-
ulation of which he has given many
months of his earnest labor and best judg-
ment, and seven days later the bill was
passed by the Senate with the open de-
claration of Senators, including Chairman
Hoke Smith himself, that Senator Page
was the leader in this great measure.

Could anything have been done with a

more deliberate purpose to deceive the
voters of Vermont ?
